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THE PRESIDENT'S ADDRESS 



Gentli^men: I think you will agree with me that this 
address can be devoted to no more useful or timely purpose 
than to make it the vehicle of the leading facts pertaining 
to the growth and present condition of the St. Paul system 
of parks and parkways, and of such plans and suggestions 
for its future development as have taken definite form. 

The diversified topography of St. Paul teems with a 
wealth of natural beauties, which has made it famous among 
American cities. Its site enfolds the elliptic arch formed 
by the Mississippi, when, after receiving from the southwest 
the tributary waters of the Minnesota, it abruptly changes 
its general southerly to a northeastern course, and then, 
while still within the city limits, as abruptly resumes its 
usual southerly direction. Through the forces of denuda- 
tion which have sculptured the hills and valleys and gorges 
and their castellated bluffs through which the winding river 
runs, nature has lavished its choicest gifts of river scenery 



upon St. Paul, and marked out in advance the destined 
seats of parks and parkways along its river front. In the 
beautiful lakes on its northern borders, with their charming 
landscape environments, she has equally set the seal 
of her authoritative dedication to park purposes. If the 
early settlers of St. Paul had appreciated their opportuni- 
ties, as some of them we know did, though they were not 
the large land owners, and in the plats of their additions 
had reserved for public use the margins and slopes of the 
wooded bluffs and of the surrounding hills, with their com- 
manding outlooks, they would have immensely increased 
the value of their own properties and the beauty of the city, 
and saved their successors a world of trouble and expense, 
to snatch even fragments thereof from the vandalism which 
has stripped them of their virgin beauty or appropriated 
them to private or commercial uses. But the views of even 
the most liberal of the original land owners were limited to 
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providing open spaces for the public, and it is to their wise 
forethought that St. Paul owes the pleasant squares, carry- 
ing the names of their donors — Rice, Irvine and Smith — 
which now adorn the heart of the city. 

COMO PARK 

It was the inspiration of a larger view of the park re- 
quirements of a growing and ambitious city that, in 1872-3, 
during one of St. Paul's "boom'' periods, prompted the pur- 
chase of two hundred and fifty-six acres for a park on the 
western side of Lake Como. It was made by a commis- 
sion of leading citizens, appointed by the district court, 
under the authority of a legislative act, authorizing the 
issuance of city bonds in the sum of $100,000 for the pur- 
chase of land for park purposes. There was no question of 
any other site. A unanimous public sentiment approved 
the selection. It was a liberal and far-sighted initiative for 
a young city, having then but a little over 20,000 inhabi- 
tants; but the severe financial depression which followed 
quickly changed the public approval into a general con- 
demnation of the purchase as a useless extravagance. 

For fourteen years it lay neglected, almost forgotten in 
its isolation. The public indifference to it was illustrated 
by several curious episodes, one a legislative enactment in 



1875, authorizing the city to cut it into five-acre lots and 
give them away as bonuses to industrial enterprises ; the 
other, the illegal action of the City Council in 1883, in au- 
thorizing the location of the workhouse on forty acres of 
the land dedicated by law to park purposes ; and, still 
another, the grotesque vandalism of the workhouse direc- 
tors in promptly proceeding to improve their opportunities 
by cutting down twenty acres of priceless park trees to 
make room for a potato patch. 

It was not until 1887, when the Park P>oard was created 
by legislative act, with a bond fund of $225,000 at its dis- 
posal, of which $25,000 was required to be devo^^ed to the 
improvement of Como Park, that the first steps were taken 
in that direction. Prof. W. H. S. Cleveland, a well-known 
landscape gardener, was employed to lay out a system 
of roadways through the park. The next few years were 
devoted to the construction of the main roads of his plan, 
which has since been considerably improved and extended 
by Superintendent Nussbaumer. 

Meanwhile, Lake Como was rapidly drying up. Large 
areas of its ancient bed, which were covered with several 
feet of water when the park was located there in 1873, were 
dry land in 1891. A few pools in the midst of uncovered 
deposits of black mud were all that was left of the once 
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brimniing lake. The threatened calamity of its entire dis- 
appearance was happily averted by the discovery that arte- 
sian wells, sunk in its border, would yield inexhaustible 
supplies of water to replenish it. Before this was done a 
boulevard was constructed in 1892-3. on a new meander line 



around the larger arm of the diminished lake, under a legis- 
lative act authorizing the City Council to issue $25,000 for 
the purpose, on the condition that the owners of the land 
required would deed it to the city, which they did. The 
size of the park was considerably enlarged by these con- 
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Hiuch the largest park in the Northwest, outside of Chicago ; 
and in the restful rurai lovehness of its natural landscape, 
with its hills and dales, and groves and meadows, and its 
pretty little lakes nestling in the encircling arms of its tree- 
clad hills, it has few peers among the parks of America. 

COMO PARK IMPROVEMENT 

Mucli has been none to improve it for the purposes of a 
public pleasure groimd since it came under the jurisdiction 
of the Park Board seventeen years ago. Ten miles of road- 



way, four miles of paths for pedestrians and two and one- 
half miles of bicycle paths enable visitors to explore and 
enjoy all the beauties and sequestered recesses of the park. 
Four artesian wells, with a powerful equipment of pumping 
engines, serve to keep up the level of the lake, and, through 
a large tank and irrigation plant, to distribute water to 
every part of the grounds. The lake itself has been 
dredged out, so that it now has an average depth of fifteen 
feet, and its 135 rowboats are insufficient to supply the pop- 
ular demand for this form of recreation. A refreshment 
and shelter pavilion, erected in 1893, although 
enlarged with a spacious seating annex in 
front of the band stand, has for years been in- 
adequate for the accommodation of the crowds 
that are attracted by the fine music which is 
furnished every afternoon and evening 
throughout the summer months. A capa- 
cious, but still too small, greenhouse enables 
the skillful florist who occupies the office of 
superintendent to rear the multitudes of flow- 
ers and plants with which in the summer sea- 
son not only Como, but all our parks, are 
decorated. In its extensive park nursery are 
raised many thousands of trees, of which 
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21,182 have been planted in Como Park alone, and 
many others in other parks and along the city streets. 
In 1892 a house was erected for the superintendent, 
and more recently a stable near it was converted 
into convenient office rooms. A spacious brick stable was 
erected in the southwest corner of the park, in which 
are kept the park outfit of wagons and horses. A 
long-felt want has been recently supplied in a shelter 
pavilion on the picnic grounds. Among the comfort 
retreats is a handsome brick edifice for a woman's 
rest, built of the brick and sculptured stone gathered 
from the ruins of a costly dwelling on a purchased 
lot at Indian Mounds Park, A tasteful stone bridge, 
designed by the superintendent, arches a gap in 
the ridge through which runs the road aroimd 
Cozy Lake, and another, almost hidden in foliage, V- 
spans the channel between that and the main lake. 
An elegant and costly spray fountain, the gift of Dr. 
Rudolph Schiffman, a former member of the 
Board, occupies a conspicuous place on the road 
to the pavilion. A number of tasteful hygienic 
drinking fountains have been donated to the park 
by citizens. No attempt to establish a zoo has been made, 
on account of the cost ; but a few deer and elk, and a pair 



of cebus, the gifts of citizens, are kept in a large pasture in 
the woods, enclosed by a wire fence. The park is, or is to 
be, well lighted with 185 arc lights, erected and maintained 
by the St. Paul City Railway Company, as one of the condi- 
tions on which it was permitted to run its railway through 
Como Park. Another condition was that its tracks were 
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not to cross any permanent park road at tlie surface, but its tracks at the east entrance of Conio Park. This was

THE SOUTHWEST EIGHTY 
ACRES 

Much more has been done to improve the 
southwest eighty acres of Como Park than would 
appear from a superficial view of its present con- 
dition. This is one of the most interesting and 
I)eautiful sections of the park, one of its valuable 
features being a level playground of fifteen acres, 
partially surrounded by fine groves. The improve- 
ment of this section has been retarded not only 
by the lack of funds, bnt more especially by the 
illegal occupancy of its eastern forty acres since 
1882 by the workhouse directors, mostly for farm- 
ing purposes. As the latter declined all amicable Gtot'E of birch 7rees on cozy i^ke shore.

This very imperfect catalogue of Como Park improve- 
e ments gives but little idea of what has been accomplished 
by the superintendent in the higher domain of his art as 
a landscape gardener. All its native sylvan beauties, in- 
cluding the undergrowths of copse and thicket in its virgin 
woods, have, as far as possible, been carefully preserved 
in their original wildness. The plantings of trees and 
shrubbery have been skillfully made to fill out the broad 
sketches Hmned by nature, until under his broad and sym- 
pathetic treatment Como Park has come to be generally 
recognized as one of the most beautiful of American parks. 

THE FLOWERS IN COMO PARK 

One of its characteristic features is the apparent richness 
and profusion of its floral display, an impression resulting 
from its concentration in a few frequented nooks and cor- 
ners. This is partly due, no doubt, to the natural emphasis 
which that skillful florist, the superintendent, is disposed 
to give to his favorite art. It has not escaped the criticisms 
of those who have borrowed their notions from the austere 
canons of a modern school of landscape architects, who

the flowers in Como Park are a potent element in its re- 
markable popularity there is no question. Its visitors 
count about 1,300,000 during the park season. Large 
numbers of them come from the neighboring city of Min- 
neapolis, whose flowerless parks, the late president of the 
Minneapolis park board ruefully complains, are poorly pat- 
ronized by the public. He has not looked with favor on 
the floral improprieties of Como Park ; but in his last 
address to the board, he broadly intimates that in order 
to allure the people of Minneapolis to a proper apprecia- 
tion of their own fine ho r

Yet in these restricted limits they have not, as a rule, been 
obtrusively paraded to the detriment of the general scheme 
of landscape effects.

it is already one of the most popular parks in the country, 
attracting 1,300,000 visitors annually, and is not only the 



largest and finest of our parks, but, from its geographical 
position, is the central nexus of our entire system of parks 
and parkways. 

PHALEN PARK 
Phalen Park, lying on the lake of that name, tour miles 
cast of Como, is. next to the latter, the most important of 
our parks. Including the boulevard so far acquired around 
the lake, it embraces about 196.5 acres of land, consisting 
mainly of a beautifully undulating belt of woodland on its 
western shore. The lake itself has a surface area, includ- 
ing its Goose Lake adjunct, of 249 acres. It is the largest 
of a charming group of three spring-fed lakes — Lake Ger- 
vais, a mile north of it, receiving the tributary waters of 
Lake Kolman and sending their united overflow to Phalen 
through a slender stream winding through a deep vale. It 
is the plan of the Park Doard to dredge out this stream to 
a width and depth sufficient for the passage of motor 
barges. This will afford a delightful water promenade for 
boats, about three and one-fourth miles in length. It is 
proposed to extend the boulevard around Lake Phalen up 
this enlarged channel to and around Lake Gervais, and 
eventually around Lake Kolman. Without the latter this 
would add approximately 1,^0 acres of land and 182 acres 
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of water to the surface contents of Phalen Park, making 
its total land area 326.5 acres and its water surface 431, a 
total of 757.5 acres. This expansion will make Phalen the 
most extensive and in some important respects the most 
attractive of all our parks. It is distinctively an aquatic 
park. It might also be called a forest park, for the prim- 
eval woods which clothe its western border, and which 
have happily been rescued from the vandalism which has 
denuded the neighborhood of St. Paul of nearly all its 
once extensive forest growth, form one of its most char- 
acteristic features. But if St. Paul is fortunate in the 
preservation of the cool shades of this native forest for a 
public pleasure ground, it is doubly so in nature's precious 
gift of this cluster of charming lakes, adorned with this 
sylvan setting, close to one of its most popular residence 
districts and within easy reach of its whole population. 

Although the initial steps for acquiring Phalen Park 
were taken by the Board in 1892, it was not until eight 
years thereafter that 1 29 J4 acres embraced in the final order 
of condemnation were acquired. To this, in 1901 and 
1902, were added fifty acres, including Goose Lake of 
thirty acres, purchased by the county and turned over to 
the city, and forty acres purchased by the Board along its 
western boundary line. What remains to be acquired out- 



side the city limits to carry out the plans of the Board has 
already been indicated above. In preparation for the work 
of improvement, the powerful dredge which has done such 
good service in Lake Como was transferred two years ago 
to Phalen, where it has been doing good work in dredging 
out its weedy shallows and making the material available 
for road making and other purposes. Last year a com- 
modious refreshment pavilion was erected close to the 
shore ; other necessary buildings were provided for and a 
contract let for operating the refreshment and amusement 
privileges and building the structures pertaining to the lat- 
ter. These include bath houses, it being one of the plans 
of the Board to provide abundant facilities for bathing 
in the pure and still waters of a sequestered arm of this 
4ake. As a portion of the water supply of the city is still 
drawn from the Phalen Lake group, an arrangement was 
made last year with the Water Board whereby this arm of 
the lake is to be separated by a dam from the lake itself, 
thus protecting the latter from any contamination from the 
use of the former for bathing purposes. 

Art can add but little to the natural beauties of this 
woodland park. Beyond a few roadways, including a 
boulevard around the lake and pathways on its border and 
elsewhere, no costly surface improvements are needed.

But the success of these arrangements will depend, of 
course, wholly upon the extension of the electric railway 
to this park, now a mile and a half distant from car facilities. 
As the ordinance and contract requiring the company to 
make this extension long antedate the charter of 1900, its 
obligation to do it is wholly independent of the questions 
involved in its present controversy with the city. It may 
be reasonably expected, therefore, to fulfill its promise to 
extend its tracks and service there this year, in spite of 
reports to the contrary. 

INDIAN MOUNDS PARK 

Indian Mounds Park, two and a quarter miles due south 
of Phalen Park, is unique among American parks in its 
admirable situation and in the exceptional character of its 
attractions. Occupying the margin and slopes of the lofty 
bluff at the apex of the elbow of the Mississippi river, where 
it resumes its southerly course, after running in a north- 
east direction from the gray promontory of Fort Snelling 
to the white escarpment of Dayton's Bluff, it commands 
far-reaching prospects of the hill-bound valleys of the Mis- 
sissippi and Minnesota rivers, which are hardly equaled in 
Ameiica in their extent and magnificence. St. Paul has 
many fine view-points and there are many others along the 



course of the Mississippi. But in its range and variety of 
picturesque river scenery, Indian Mounds is, par excel- 
lence, the Prospect Park of St. Paul and of the Northwest. 
Its local features add to its interest. The edge of the bluff, 
which takes in this wide sweep of prospect and makes it 
a portion of the park itself, is crowned with five superb 
cone-shaped Indian mounds, the tumular monuments, not 
of a vanished race, but of the chiefs and head men of the 
ancestors of the exiled Dakota nation, in which their 
remains were buried perhaps centuries ago, in the belief, 
no doubt, that to lay them in such conspicuous sepulchers 
was the highest honor which could be paid them. As 
long ago as when Jonathan Carver visited this spot, 
then the seat of the annual councils of that ancient nation, 
these mounds were here. In the early days of St. Paul 
they were ransacked by antiquarian vandals and robbed 
of the Indian relics that were buried with the warrior dead. 
One of the first moves of the Park Board, after its crea- 
tion 1887, was to undertake to acquire a spacious park at 
this point. But, defeated by the rapacity of real estate 
speculators, it was not until 1892 that a narrow strip of land 
along the edge and slope of the bluff on which the mounds 
are situated, comprising only seventeen acres, was acquired, 
partly by purchase with an authorized issue of bonds in

by condemnation, tints enlarging tlic area 
of the park from seventeen to 66.4 acres. 
Meanwhile the Fish Hatchery was en- 
larged, first to twenty-two acres, and to 
this, last year, was added forty acres more. 
As the Fish and Game Commissioners have 
agreed that this shall be treated, so far as 
its ornamental features are concerned, as a 
portion of Indian Mounds Park, this prac- 
tically raises the area of that park to 133 
acres. The Fish Hatchery grounds, with 
their propagating ponds, fed by streams of 
pure water gushing from the neighboring 
hills, have for many years been an object 
of great interest to the public, but it was 
only accessible by a steep and difficult road, 
subject to frequent washouts, until the ad- 
jacent lands came under the jurisdiction of 
the Park Board, when it at once set about 
the construction of a convenient road of 
easy grade to the Fish Hatchery. This 
road, planned and constructed by Superin- 
tendent Xussbaumer, unfolding a series of 
delightful views as it winds around the 
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crests and slopes of the hills, is now nearly completed, and 
does great credit to the skill of the superintendent as a road 
engineer and to his taste as a landscape architect. It still 
remains to be adorned with trees and shrubbery and its 
naked cuts with turf. When finished, it will be one of'the 
pleasantest driveways in the city, and for the first time it 
enables visitors to reach the Fish Hatchery by a convenient 
road of easy grade. Though the cost, when completed, will 
exceed $8,000, it is well worth the investment. It serves as 
a bond of union between these state and city parks, which 
makes them aids to each other in their several ministries to 
the public enjoyment. 

Other than this necessary, but costly, approach to the 
Fish Hatchery but little — for lack of money — has been done 
to improve this park, outside of the original seventeen 
acres. Here roadways, paths and plantings have made 
it a pleasant spot for visitors. An old brick house, on a 
purchased lot on the edge of the bluff, has been converted 
into a temporary refectory, with broad verandas, command- 
ing admirable views. Much remains to be done, the most 
important of the improvements, deferred for lack of means, 
being a roadway along the edge of the bluff, connecting 
the end of Hoffman avenue with the park. 



THE RIVERSIDE PARK 

One of the first acts of the Park Board after it was estab- 
lished in 1887 was to cause the survey of a boulevard 200 
feet wide along the bluff of the Mississippi River from the 
Minneapolis boundary to Toronto street, over three miles be- 
low Snelling bridge. The City Council declined to condemn 
the land, as requested. Nothing more was publicly or officially 
done about it until 1899, when, thanks to the liberal public 
spirit of Archbishop Ireland in donating eighteen acres of 
land for the purpose, called Shadow Falls Park, from its in- 
cluding the picturesque ravine of Shadow Falls, the Board 
was enabled to enter actively upon the development of the 
scheme. As planned, it will occupy a space varying from 
200 to 500 feet or more along the crest and slopes of the 
bluff which walls the deep trough cut through the sedi- 
mentary rocks by the Mississippi river below the Falls of 
St. Arithony. Much of it is covered with a thick native 
growth of trees and shrubbery. In its scenic aspects and 
sylvan associations famous landscape architects pronounce 
it one of the finest river parkw^ays on the continent. One 
section of it, over a mile long, from Summit avenue around 
Shadow Falls ravine to Marshall avenue, has already been 
completed, and another section over a mile long is now 
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istriiction south of Summit avenue to Ran-

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constructed for navigation purposes. It will be a popular 
resort for boating parties. Thus, the Mississippi River 
boulevard is not merely a boulevard. It is a delightful 
riverside park, and I venture to suggest that the Riverside 
Park would be a more euphonious and appropriate name 
for it than the one now bestowed upon it. 

Moreover, a similar parkway, for which the land has 
already been bought, is about to be developed on the Min- 
neapolis side of the river, while that on the St. Paul side 



is to be extended to and beyond Franklin bridge. These 
twin river parkways will be linked together by three wagon 
bridges. Snelling at one end, Franklin at the other, and 
Marshall avenue between them, thus uniting these drive- 
ways in one circuit of some twelve miles and duplicating 
the charms and scenic beauties of each in one splendid 
interurban park, some six miles long and a third of a mile 
wide. At Minneapolis they call a narrow boulevard around 
Lake Harriet, with its enclosed waters, a park of the first 
class. Certainly the much broader boule- 
vard, abounding with charming park features, 
which encloses this section of the Mississippi, 
is far better entitled to be called a park, and 
Riverside Park is the fittest name which can 
be given it. 

A SYMMETRICAL PARK SYSTEM 

These four scenic parks, two of them pop- 
ular lakeside resorts, the other two fronting 
on the Mississippi river at the opposite ex- 
tremes of its double horseshoe course through . 
the city, form a system which unites all their 
diverse elements in a harmonious whole. 
They all diflfer widely from each other. Each 
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has a distinct and characteristic physiognomy and functions 
of its own, but each suppHes something which the others 
lack and is the complement of all the rest. Taken together, 
they embrace such a wide range and diversity of beauties 
and attractions as give to the St. Paul park system a unity 
and completeness which is rarely to be found in any other 
city. The quiet, rural beauty of Como Park ; the aquatic 
allurements of Phalen's triple lake expanse, with the primi- 
tive wildness of its woodland border ; the magnificent pan- 
orama of river and valley prospect commanded by Indian 
Mounds Park, with its own picturesque contours, and the 
exquisite details of the scenery along the Mississippi River 
boulevard, with its park adjuncts, present an assemblage of 
diversified beauties which would seem to be adapted to 
every mood of the lovers of nature and to the satisfaction of 
every variety of tastes. 

NEIGHBORHOOD PARKS 

Besides these extensive scenic parks, St. Paul has twenty- 
four neighborhood parks, of which fourteen are improved, 
the largest and most important of which are Merriam Ter- 
race, in Merriam Park, containing T,^ acres, and Langford 
Park, in St. Anthony Park, with 9.3 acres. Among the 



others, mostly squares, which their situation in the heart 
of the city renders peculiarly important, are Rice, Smith, 
Irvine, Central, Lafayette and Summit Parks, donated to 
the city, and Carpenter Park, acquired by purchase and 
condemnation. Although the latter contains but half an 
acre, it is of special importance, by reason of its position 
as the only outlook on Summit avenue through which the 
public can view the fine prospect it commands. To them 
may be added seventeen street intersection triangles and 
side-hill terraces, which have usually been improved when 
the circumstances warranted it. A list of all these parks 
and open spaces is given in a table in the appendix, with 
their several areas, and the dates and methods of their 
acquisition. 

THE PARKWAYS OF ST. PAUL 

While St. Paul stands in the front rank of American 
cities in the per capita extent of its park areas, it is as yet 
lamentably deficient in parkways, especially in suitable 
parkway approaches to its parks and interpark boulevards. 
When the plans of the Park Board are carried out this 
deficiency will be abundantly supplied. The completion 
of the Mississippi River boulevard will give it one of the 
finest parkways in this country, and it does not lose any 
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part of this character by the features which, as has already 
been seen, entitle it to be classed as a riverside park. 

SUMMIT AVENUE BOULEVARD 
But, next to the Mississippi River boulevard, the noblest 
of existing St. Paul parkways is Summit avenue boulevard. 



an expansion of its finest residence street from lOO to 200 
feet in width, and extending for a distance of two and a 
half miles, from Lexington avenue to the Mississippi river, 
where it merges into a small park, forming, with the adja- 
cent Shadow Falls Park, a portion of the river boulevard 
just mentioned. In its central and side lawns, planted with 
trees and shrubbery, under the care of the Park Board, 
it has the framework of a parkway of the finest character. 
But its roadways, over which the Board has no jurisdiction, 
are in wretched condition, and reflect no credit on the city 
or on the owners of the adjacent property. Even with this 
drawback it is the most popular driveway in the city. It 
has acquired a new importance since a portion of the river 
boulevard, connecting with it, has been completed, and this 
will be greatly enhanced by the extension of the latter to 
Fort Snelling and Minneapolis. 



LEXINGTON PARKWAY 

For six or seven years the Park Board has been trying 
to secure the widening of Lexington avenue from Summit 
avenue to Como Park, as an uptown approach to the lat- 
ter. It is now eighty feet wide. It is proposed to make 
it 100 feet wide, but with a building line of thirty feet on 
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each side. Attempts to secure this by voUintary conces- 
sions of the property owners having failed, condemnation 
proceedings were instituted in 1900. These have been de- 
layed by litigation regarding the extent of the assessment 
district, and new proceedings have been begun, with what 
resiih remains to be seen. Thanks to the liberality of the 
Northern Pacific Company, in donating forty feet of its 
land for the purpose, the half mile section of it between 
the right-of-way of the Great Northern and that of the 
Northern Pacific has already been widened to 120 feet. 
Chief among the proposed improvements on this section of 
Lexington parkway is the cutting down of the ridge on 
which the Northern Pacific tracks are laid on the surface 
across the avenue and the building of a railroad bridge 
across it to carry the tracks over the roadway. The rela- 
tions of this regrading of Lexington avenue to (he improve- 
ment of the contiguous portions of Como Park have already 
been explained. 

It is proposed eventually to extend the Lexington park- 
way to its intersection with the Mississippi River boulevard, 
about two miles below the Snelling bridge. Thus, this is 
one of the most important of the projected parkways of 
the city. 



COMO AVENUE 

The Board has also been endeavoring for years to secure 
the widening of Como avenue as a downtown approach 
to the park. That portion of it on which there are no rail- 
road tracks from Front street to Como Park has already 
been widened to 100 feet, ornamented with double rows of 
trees on each side and its road converted into a fine drive- 
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way. But the rest of it to Rice street, being occupied with 
lailroad tracks, with a number of buildings close to the 
street line, has proved a more difficult problem. That part 
of it between Front street and the bridge has been par- 
tially widened ten feet on each side. It is proposed to 
widen the section between Western avenue and Rice street 
by adding forty feet to it on its southerly side and by acquir- 
ing the smaller triangles on that side as far as possible. 
But as the Board is without means to purchase the prop- 
erty and to assess its cost on the property benefited would 
be too burdensome to the generally poor owners of the 
property, small progress has been made. 

AN INTERURBAN PARKWAY 

But the widening of Como avenue is part of a larger 
project of an interurban parkway, or chain of parkways, 
extending from the state capitol through Park and Como 
avenues, through Como Park and Midway parkway to the 
State Fair Grounds, and then through the State Fair 
Grounds, the State Agricultural Farm and one of the roads 
in St. Anthony Park to the Minneapolis border, where it 
is expected the Minneapolis Park Board will take measures 
to continue it to the campus of the State University, while 



another branch of it will be extended to the Mississippi 
River boulevard near the Town and Country Club. As this 
extensive chain of interurban parkways will link together 
four great state institutions — the State Capitol, the State 
Fair Grounds, the State Agricultural Farm and the State 
University — it is proposed to call it the Commonwealth 
parkway. Parts of it have already been completed — Como 
parkway, Midway parkway and most of the section through 
the Fair Grounds — while steps are under way for the con- 
struction of the section of it which is to run through the 
State Farm. 

ANOTHER BLUFF BOULEVARD 

The Park Board has long deemed it highly desirable that 
the city should acquire for boulevard purposes a strip of 
land including the margin and slopes of the bluffs on the 
west side of the river from South Wabasha street to the 
city boundary, to be eventually extended to Mendota. But 
as the Board has neither the means nor the power to pur- 
chase it, and, if it had, would be deterred by the exorbitant 
prices asked by the owners of the land, as there is appar- 
ently no way in which it can be accomplished, it would be 
premature to include it among the plans of the Board.

During the first six years after the Park Board was cre- 
ated all expenditures for park purposes were paid out of 
the proceeds of bonds in the sum of $250,000, authorized 
by the Legislature. This fund having been exhausted, they 



have been paid, since and including 1895, from appropria- 
tions in the annual budget, beginning with $45,000 in that 
year, increased to $50,000 in 1897, to $60,000 in 1900 and 
to $75,000 in 1902. Meanwhile the park and parkway 
areas have more than doubled in the last three or four 
years ; the demands for improvement and maintenance have 
correspondingly gjown, while wages and the prices of 
material have largely advanced, so that the sum of $75,000, 
to wiiich the maximum appropriation for park purposes 
is limited by the charter of 1900, is wholly inadequate. 
Hence, application has been made to the present Charter 
Commission to substitute for this fixed maximum a mov- 
able limit equivalent to a tax of one mill on the dollar of 
the assessed property valuation, which would permit a 
gradual increase of expenditure with the growth of the city 
and the corresponding development of our park system. 

This is only one of several amendments to the provisions 
of the charter relative to parks which have been submitted 
to the Charter Commission — all of them important and 
some of them vitally necessary. As attention was called 
to most of them in my last annual address, it is not neces- 
sary, so far as the public is concerned, to make more than 
this general reference to them here, and the Board is al- 
ready familiar with them.

It is to be 
regretted that the owners of lots on neglected residence 
streets have not availed themselves to the same extent of the 
opportunity to have trees planted on their street frontage. 
The whole number of trees planted by the Park Board since 
the law was enacted in 1899 is 500. 

AN EXTERIOR ZONE OF PARKS 

If St. Paul has reached its growth, we should now have 
parks, if not parkways, enough. But, as I said in my ad- 
dress for 1901, "this Board would be lacking in an intelli- 
gent conception of its duties if its policy did not rest on the 
common faith of the people of this city and upon the com- 
mon experience of other cities with similar commercial ad- 
vantages; that, together with its sister city, it is destined 
to keep on growing until it reaches the proportions of a 
great commercial metropolis. It is not too sanguine a 
prophecy that within two or three decades, and perhaps in 
much less time, the population of the Twin Cities — now 
about 400,000 — may swell to a million or more. A wise 
forethought, therefore, requires that the plans of the Board 
shall be commensurate with the needs of a growing city, in 
order that, as the years go on, they may be worked out 



gradually, with prudent economy, as means and opportunity 
allow." It may not be inappropriate to repeat the sugges- 
tions which I then made, in view of the prospective needs 
of this great and growing city. "It is, therefore, the part 
of wisdom to look ahead and project on the map of the 
future a scheme of park development co-extensive with its 
probable needs. In previous addresses to the Board I have 
mentioned the desirability of extending our park system 
so as to take in the charming and picturesque natural fea- 
tures, with the chains and groups of beautiful lakes that 
characterize the country north of St. Paul. The splendid 
success of the Metropolitan Park Board of Massachusetts, 
in working out a metropolitan park system which embraces 
an extensive belt of parks and parkways, spanning the rural 
environs of Boston, suggests the easy practicability of a like 
exterior zone of parks and parkways for the Twin Cities of 
St. Paul and Minneapolis, articulated with their interior 
systems by suitable parkway connections. Such a system 
might embrace the zodiac of lakes north of St. Paul from 
White Bear to the Rice Lakes, and extending westward 
to Lake Minnetonka, then along Minnehaha creek to Min- 
nehaha Park and through the Military Reservation south 
on Cedar avenue, and across the valley of the Minnesota, 
through the charming landscapes of Dakota county, to and 
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across the valley of the Mississippi below South St. Paul, 
to the pleasant hills on the east side of the river." 

"This is a mere vague sketch, in its broadest form, of the 
possibilities of an exterior zone of parks and parkways, such 
as would be suggested by natural landscape features along 
this broad circuit through the rural environs of both cities. 
The mere outline of such a scheme will seem to many an 
impracticable dream on account of the distances involved. 
But in these days of the trolley, the automobile and the 
bicycle it is necessary, in planning the parks and parkways 
of the future, to take due account of these constantly im- 
proving systems for the abolishment of distance." 

I have thought it desirable to reproduce this suggestion 
of an outer zone of parks and parkways in the guarded 
language in which it was originally made, because it seems 
to have made such a vivid impression on some active leaders 
in the work of civic improvement hereabout that they 
wished to go at it at once ; to take immediate steps to fol- 
low the example of Boston ; to secure legislation to create 
a metropolitan park commission, establish a metropolitan 
park and tax district, and to appoint a very willing Boston 
landscape architect, whose advice seems to have been the 
chief stimulus to their enthusiasm, to proceed immediately 
to lay out and develop this extramural belt of parks and 



parkways. As I incurred the reprobation of these too pro- 
gressive enthusiasts in declining to sanction this premature 
exploitation of the scheme, it is, perhaps, proper — though 
hardly necessary — to put on record the reasons for doing 
so. They thought that what Boston had done ought to be 
done and could easily be done by St. Paul and Minneapolis. 
They forgot that within the wide circuit of the metropolitan 
park district and park tax district of Massachusetts resides 
a population of over 3,000,000, possessing the accumulated 
wealth of three centuries, who could easilv bear the burden 
of the $10,000,000 which that park system has already cost, 
and that a similar metropolitan park district within a circuit 
of twelve or fifteen miles around St. Paul and Minneapolis 
would contain, outside of the two cities, a sparse population 
of comparatively poor farmers. They forgot, too, that Bos- 
ton has almost no parks worthy of the name except those 
contained in the recently developed metropolitan park sys- 
tem, far outside its own limits, while St. Paul has already an 
extensive system of parks and parkways within the limits of 
the city ; and that its Park Board has planned and is en- 
gaged in developing the comprehensive system of parkways 
outlined above as rapidly as its slender means will permit; 
that it has not half money enough for the work immediately 
before it ; that the same is true of Minneapolis ; that it will 
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tax all the resources of both cities available for the purpose 
for the next twenty years to carry out the indispensable 
work of park and parkway improvements already planned 
within their limits, and that the proposed exterior park zone 
can wait, and will have to wait, until the conditions render it 
feasible. Meanwhile the advocates of these precipitate 
measures have rendered a public service to the extent to 
which they have enlisted the public interest in this ultimate 
phase of the development of our park system, which, when 
the time is ripe for it, will undoubtedly command the undi- 
vided support of the public sentiment of both cities. 

APPROACHES TO THE STATE CAPITOL 

Closely related to the park system of St. Paul, and more 
especially to the projected parkway from the State Capitol 
to Como Park and to the interurban parkway of which this 
approach to Como is a part, is the plan of approaches to 
the Capitol which has been presented to the public by its 
architect, Cass Gilbert. The site of the Capitol was as well 
chosen as was possible under the strict limitations imposed 
upon the Capitol Commission by the law. It stands square 
with the rectangular streets in its rear and at both ends, but 
the streets in front of it run generally in an oblique direction 
towards it, so that it stands on the axis of none of them, 



and one of them (Wabasha), on which the street railroad 
runs, cuts diagonally across its frontage so as to make an 
irregular triangle of the grounds in front of it. Mr. Gilbert 
proposes to take in enough of the neighboring lots to make 
a semi-circular plaza in front of the Capitol, enclosed in the 
arc of a broad street, around which the street railway will 
turn. Resting on the arc of this semi-circular plaza Mr. 
Gilbert proposes three malls, the central one being on the 
central axis of the Capitol, extending through a park at 
Park place to Seven Corners. It would be, perhaps, 200 
feet wide and would give the best view of the Capitol to 
those passing Seven Corners on their way to or from busi- 
ness. P>ut it is not a central point except for street railway 
crossings; and this mall would therefore be of little use 
except for its fine view of the Capitol and the attractions 
which such, as a mall, appropriately developed, would pos- 
sess in itself, with its influence in raising the character of 
the structures adjacent to it. Rut what is needed is not 
simply the best view of the Capitol, but the best approach 
to it from the business heart of the city. For this purpose 
Mr. Gilbert proposes that the city acquire all the land be- 
tween Wabasha and Cedar streets from Central avenue 
down, if possible, to Tenth street, or, at any rate, down to 
Summit avenue, taking in, perhaps, the 120 feet of vacant 
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to the Capitol grounds, but will serve as a general outline. 
There is hardly any project now before the St. Paul public 
of more importance to the beautitication and welfare of the 
city than this matter of proper approaches to the Capitol. 
This superb structure is undoubtedly one of the finest mas- 
terpieces of architectural genius in this country. The state 
has expended nearly $4,500,000 of money in its erection. 



St. Paul should spare no effort to complete the portion of 
the work which properly belongs to it in furnishing it with 
street and mall approaches, through which its splendid pro- 
portions can be seen to the best advantage, and thus add 
immensely to its architectural value to the city and to the

FOR THE YEAR 1903 



Hon. J. A. Wheefock, President Board of Park Commissioners, 

Sir: The financial condition necessitated the curtailing of all 
work to an extent that the desired purpose in view at the begin- 
ning of the season in many places has not been accomplished. 

The increase in wages for laborers and team hire amounted to 
three and one-half per cent more than the previous season, and 
the price for material, etc., was four and one-half per cent higher. 

IN GENERAL 

The work performed in our wide-spread system and all its 
incidental requirements entails a vast expenditure of money in the 
aggregate, which, when divided proportionately among the diflfer- 
ent places, the amounts are very small, and it should be forcibly 
brought to the minds of our intelligent and progressive citizens 
that a more liberal expenditure for park and boulevard purposes 
is necessary if this department is expected to keep in line with 
the growth and progressive enterprise of our expanding city. 

INDIAN MOUND PARK 

Which aflfords the most exquisite river and expanding land- 
scape views in the country, its picturesque location on an abrupt 
elevation of 225 feet on the river bank, its rugged contour lines 



and its own intricate scenery, seen from other distant points, makes 
it deserving of a most liberal treatment by the hand of art and 
future expenditure of money. The new roadway to the State Fish 
Hatchery, commenced in igo2, was completed during the past sea- 
son. A planting plane is now urvder course of preparation, which 
will in its principal features contain the sequence of families of 
genera, etc., grouped in separate spaces. The collection of trees 
and shrubs for this purpose has been started a few years ago in 
the Como Park Nursery. More will have to be added and a few 
imported. 

PHALEN PARK 

Aside from the building of the pavilion and the filling in of 
some low ground adjacent to the lake, no ground improvements 
were made. A waterworks plant with a 300-gallon pumping 
engine was completed. A dredge machine was kept in operation 
from May ist to September 30th, cleaning the shores of the lake. 
The total amount of material moved was 195.000 cubic yards. This 
park embraces within its boundaries one of the finest lakes in 
the vicinity of the city, containing 216 acres of clear sparkling water; 
with 220 acres of beautifully shaded woodland grove, which will 
be preserved in its native pastoral beauty, free from all attempts 
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at artistic improvement or ornamentation, and be devoted to play 
grounds and picnic purposes for the people. The necessity for 
such use of these park grounds will be more keenly felt as the 
population of the city increases. The already planned contrivances 
for recreation and amusement for the people are destined to make 
it, in connection with the natural aquatic features, the most attract- 
ive park of St. Paul. 

COMO PARK 

So well known and so dear to the hearts of the people of St. 
Paul, to which all classes attest by the immense crowds that throng 
its shady groves on every pleasant summer day for recreation and 
enjoyment. Few parks in the country possess equal topographical 
features for the production of effective results in landscape garden- 
ing and superior park arrangements. Beautiful and picturesque, 
this park is truly a crown of glory to the city. For the past five 
years no improvements to its unfinished portions or to its acres of 
new acquired lands could be made, owing to the cramped condi- 
tion of available funds. The park covers an area of 425 acres, and 
in its most prominent foreground of approach, and without legal 
authority the workhouse building was located, and as lately im- 
proved (?) it is an ugly blot on the fair face and picturesque pano- 
rama of the park scenery, to intensify the desolate character of the 
building. The Board of Workhouse directors, through an uncon- 
trollable spirit for improvement and electrified by a magic touch 
of art, built a sentinel on the east front of the building in the 
shape of a galvanized spire, proclaiming in silent protest, its un- 
pleasant prominence in the surroundings. Previous to the build- 



ing of this tower the Park Commission endeavored to reconcile, 
for the time being, the park scenery with the undesirable outlines 
of the main building, by planting clumps of trees and shrubbery, 
and fairly succeeded in artistically screening and harmonizing it 
with the surroundings, but it is not possible to fittingly work that 
galvanized tower into the landscape of the park. 

The floral display of Como Park was made of a variety of bed- 
ding foliage and annual flowering plants in great profusion. This 
feature of the park was liberally patronized by all classes of citi- 
zens, and much commented upon by visiting strangers. 

The decayed wooden bridge leading over the lily pond 
was replaced by a concrete and cobble-stone construction, as also 
was the wooden bridge over the roadway near the upper end on 
Cozy Lake. These pedestrian bridges were especially designed 
to fit the landscape surroundings in their respective localities, and 
after they are clothed with a growth of vines they will form a well- 
suited harmonious feature. 

MERRIAM PARK 

Containing seven acres, located in the suburb of the same 
name, is well covered with large native trees. This, together with 
its topographical character, being a well shaped high elevation, 
with easy descending lines to all sides, makes it a picturesque 
breathing spot. 

The artificial lake on its north approach was improved. The 
whole basin was cemented, and a footbridge made of concrete 
was constructed over the center of the lake. Owing to the short- 
age of funds the work is not fully completed. 
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COMMONWEALTH 

This park is located in the suburb of St. Anthony Park north, 
and is a recent acquisition to our park system, donated by citizens 
of its vicinity. The work of improvement consisted of grading 
and cleaning its unshapely high banks and unsightly growth of 
weeds and vicious brush wood. This park contains 0.85 acres, and 
when finally completed it will be an admirable beauty spot for this 
vicinity. 

RIVER BOULEVARD 

During the early part of summer work was commenced open- 
ing the roadway from Summit avenue south. Considerable work 
was necessary regarding the ground at the west end of Summit 
avenue, joining the new drive with that of Shadow Falls Park 
drive, and to harmonize both sides of the avenue consistent with 
the extended improvements. The work of grading progressed 
somewhat slowly. Owing to heavy rain storms, the ground was 
for the most part very wet and hard to handle. In all the low 
or flat portions of the land along the line of the improvements, 
culverts and ditches for draining off the surface water, had to be 
made before men and teams employed in construction work could 
do anything. Only a small force of men and teams were engaged, 
and the work was fairly commensurate with the expenditure. Very 
little work remains to be done to finish the driveway (sub-grade) 
to Randolph street. 

The driveway is laid out so as to skirt the edge of the river 
bluff adapted to its natural contours, winding across ravines and 
curving in long, graceful lines through an attractive plateau, ad- 



vantageously revealing a constantly changing pictuiesque pano- 
rama of scenery and landscape beauty which cannot be rivaled 
anywhere in the country. 

It is with pardonable pride that I refer to this improvement, 
entrusted to me; I have painstakingly aimed and fairly succeeded 
in keeping in sympathetic touch with nature. No destruction of 
native beauty of scenery was committed. Due consideration in 
prosecuting the work was given to common sense, which is a 
quality often lost sight of by critics. 

GENERAL MAINTENANCE 

Consisted of caring for plantings, cutting grass, sprinkling 
lawns and drives, repairs of roadways, buildings and property of 
every description. The painting of the water tower and picnic 
ground pavilion was done by contract at an expense of $435. All 
the water fountains and row boats were also repainted. 

The expense of grass cutting and road repairs on steep grades 
was, owing to the excessive rainstorms, considerably higher than 
any former average. 

All the parks were ornamented with groups of luxuriant flowers 
and well cared for. 

COMO PARK 

The area of improved surface in this park was not extended, 
although the present condition of park land on the east side of 
the lake, the holdings on the northwest boundary and the land 
bequeathed by the late Pennock Pussey on the north side of the 
park, should, as soon as possible, be brought into consideration 
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for improvement. The fully matured plans, which contemplate favorable groves and picnic grounds, the collecting of waste paper, 

chiefly a boundary driveway and border planting should be carried eic. the repairs on settees and benches and increased cost of police 

out in the near future, as soon as money can be made available surveillance amounts in the aggregate to a large additional sum.

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FLORAL DECORATION 

This feature was quite elaborate in all the parks and the 
munificent groups of luxuriant flowers have afforded a source of 
great enjoyment to the public. 

Owing to the very cramped condition of the present room- 
space in the propagating houses, the public demands for extended 
decorative gardening, especially in those parks in the heart of the 
city, cannot be complied with. An effort should be made to in- 
crease the greenhouse capacity, so that flowering plants could be 
planted in all the smaller parks and verdant triangles. The ex- 
perience of past years shows that floral decorations, made even 
unpretentiously amidst the daily walks of our people, are highly 
appreciated.

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It is rather unfortunate that this department has so far been 
unable to provide satisfactory warming rooms for the patrons of 
the park in winter. The present equipment for the purpose is un- 
satisfactory, inconvenient and unsightly. 

NURSERY 

A large amount of seedlings and cuttings were planted in rows 
for future use. The area of the nursery contains over eight acres. 
The past available number of trees taken out for transplanting in 
park grounds is 5,485. The varieties in stock are mostly indigenous 
to our climate; in the trial grounds a great number of varieties not 
indigenous to our climate, raised either from seed or small seed- 
lings, are being constantly tested as to their possible acclimatiza- 
tion, and in some instances good results have been obtained. The 
grand total number of trees now standing in the nursery is 40,053.

COMO REFECTORY BUILDING 

From year to year proves more inadequate. The ever-increas- 
ing number of visitors, especially on Sundays and holidays, crowd- 
ing in and around the building, makes it almost impossible for any- 
one to move, and the expected pleasure of enjoying the baud con- 
cert has to be given up by large numbers of people. The present 
space for open-air concerts will accommodate 5,000 people, but 
very often three times that number are present. This congestion 
ought to be relieved by providing more room, which can only be 
done by building a larger pavilion. The refreshment business was 
admirably handled considering the cramped space available. 

SMALL PARKS AND SQUARES 

These were all kept in first-class condition. Considerable ex- 
pense was necessary for the repairing of settees and benches, most 
of which should be replaced by new ones. During this fall all of 
the inside parks received a heavy coat of top dressing, which will 
invigorate the growth of the grass and trees, and improve their 
condition; 2.140 yards were hauled. 

PARKWAYS 

For Como avenue no expenditure except for the regular main- 
tenance was made. The sidewalks on both sides of the avenue 
are in a dilapidated condition, and should be renewed. The abut- 
ting property owners should be called upon to pay for a cement 
stone walk. 
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MIDWAY PARKWAY 

plantings and roadways were 
1 first-class condition. The 
lawns were top dressed during the early 
spring, and the center roadway was re- 
graveled and rolled. 

This parkway at present forms the 
connecting link between the park and 
the State Fair grounds, which are im- 
proved and planted under the direction 
of the park department. In conformity 
with the desire of the Park Board to 
include these grounds in the general 
scheme of park development, plans for 
the improving of the grounds were 
made by me and submitted to the di- 
rectors of the State Agricultural So- 
ciety, and the supervision in carrying 
out the work of improvement was 
given to this department. 



As this is destined to be the great in- 
ter-connecting boulevard from the heart 
of the city, the attention of all its 



friends may be called to the necessity 
of its improvement at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. Its double line of com- 
modious driveways are most of the time 
barely passable, although most liberally 
patronized by the driving public, dem- 
onstrating its popularity. In improving 
the roadway, the center grass plot 
should be widened by reducing the road- 
way to a width of thirty-five (eet, which 
would add five feet on each side to the 
center boulevard, and would gain suffi- 
cient space for a bridle path on each 
side of the roadway. An appropriation 
should be made to cover expenses tor 
top dressing the lawns and trees; the 
latter are badly in need of trimming, 
and water pipe should be laid through 
the center of the boulevard for irriga- 
tion purposes. The grass plots and 
trees are now maintained out of the 
park funds without any special assess- 
ment on the abutting properly. This 
year this department assumed full con- 
trol over the two blocks west of Cretin 
avenue to the river, A large number 
of trees were planted, and the grounds 
with the Missis- 
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sippi River boulevard were grad- 
ed so as to meet existing grades 
of the connecting driveways. 

MISSISSIPPI RIVER 
BOULEVARD 
From Marshall avenue to Sum- 
mit avenue was kept in good con- 
dition, but to sufficiently main- 
tain it the roadway should be 
sprinkled, lor which at present no 
facility exists. The latter can be 
easily provided by leading the 
water through a pipe from the 
upper end of Shadow Falls ravine 
to the lower level of the drive- 
way on the river bluff. 

This pleasure drive is so much 
frequented that it is often con- 
gested, but it is hoped that as 
soon as the new extensions are 
opened to travel, the congestion 
will be materially relieved. In 
connection with this section of the 
river boulevard should be men- 
tioned Shadow Falls Park, which 
is in its embrace. No ground im- 
provements are planned for this 
park, except the grading of 
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3 the waterfalls and the opening of vistas 

LEXINQTON PARKWAY 

This proposed pteasure drive, for many years under contem- 
plation for acquisition and improvement, traverses a territory of 
the cily of more than ordinary promise for rapid developmenl,

. on that portion of Lexington 
Parkway, donated to the Board by the Northern Picilic Railway 
Co., by grading it to the present street level, has, owing to future 
change of grade, not been extended by any work of ornamentation. 
The plan of improvement contemplates a viaduct under the rail- 
way tracks which necessitates a cut on the present road grade of 
sixteen feet, which will affect the present grade of the driveway 
a considerable distance north and south from the railway crossing. 
The viaduct should be constructed in three concrete arches. The 
center arch, forty feet wide, for the driveway, and one arch, ten 
feet wide on each side, for the sidewalks. The new arch bridge, 
now under construction by the Street Railway Co.. will be a 
creditable structure of dignified appearance, and as this is only a 
short distance north from the railroad crossing on the same park- 
way, it would be of great advantage if both could be constructed 
on the same general plan.

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gratifying, and by adhering in the future to the past prudent 
economy, in spite of the very limited appropriations, the depart- 
ment will be able in time to build a finishing superstructure on the 
laid out and planned foundation of our park and parkway system.

OF THE 

SECRETARY OF THE BOARD OF PARK COMMISSIONERS 



The members of the Board of Park Commissioners Jan. i, 1903, 
were Messrs. Daniel Aberle, John H. Allen, Dr. Robert O. Earl, 
\Vm. Hamm, Joseph A. Wheelock. 

The Common Council set aside for the maintenance of the park 
system for the year 1903 the sum of $75,000, $50,000 of which was 
appropriated by the Common Council from the miscellaneous re- 
ceipts of the city, and the remaining $25,000 to be raised by taxa- 
tion. 

On Jan. 5. 1903, the Board ordered and directed the Board of 
Public Works to condemn certain property in Robertson's Addi- 
tion, to be known as Harriet Island Park, for park purposes. 

Mayor R. A. Smith. March i, 1903, made the following appoint- 
ment: Hon. Joseph A. Wheelock to succeed himself for a period 
of five years. 

At the annual and regular meeting of the Board, held March 
16, 1903. the Board comprised five members, as provided for by the 
charter: Messrs. Daniel Aberle. John H. Allen, Dr. Robert O. 
Karl. Wm. Hamm, Joseph A. Wheelock. 



Joseph A. Wheelock was elected president and Mr. Daniel 
Aberle elected vice president for the ensuing year. 

Fred Nussbaumer, by resolution, was elected superintendent for 
the ensuing year. 

NEW IMPROVEMENTS 

Pursuant to resolution, the Board ordered the vacation of 
property for Indian Mound Park and Mississippi River Boulevard 
and Hamline Park.
